THE SULTAN- COMMANDS. 



Orders Issued the (Jovernois-Geueral 
to Maintain the Peace at 
Ail Costs. 



Tranquillity Must Be Preserved and 
Fires, Outrage and Bioodshed 
Prevented. 



Washington, Nov. 23 — That Sultan Ab- 
dul If amid II is making efforts to quell the 
disturbances in the various provinoes of Tur- 
key and intenda to hold hia subordlna'e offi- 
cials strictly to account for future diaordora, 
aeems to bo confirmed by tho following cable 
moaBage, received by tho Turkish legation 
hore to-day : " All news about plots ugainafc 
His Imperial Majesty tho Sultan are abso- 
lutely and entiroly faloe. I transmit you 
below tho text of thrso telegrams' thai have 
been sent to the valis and to the military 
commandors of those provinces where trou- 
bles lately took place, and I bog of you to 
give them the wideBb publicity : 

" First — A telegram addressed to tho gov- 
ernors-general of the villayetsof Trebi/.ond, 
Erzeroum, Bitlis, Van, Diarbekir, Mamour- 
etoul-AzIz, Sivas, Abanya and Aleppo, dat- 
ed November 15 : ' The oommandera of bri- 
gades, in detaching flying oolut/ins for the 
repression of disorders will send out a pro- 
clamation to the people, in order to advise 
those who are under arma againat the 
legal authoritiea of their oountry to 
give up their aeditioua plana and abstain 
from all acts directed sgainob tha high 
wishes of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan. 
The oommandera will havo to deal immedi- 
ately and by foroe of arma with all persona 
who disobey these injunctions. They will 
also try to prevent, by placing troops at 
different pclnte, all movements on the part 
of the rioters attacking borougha and vil- 
lages. If murders or insurrectionary aota 
take place suddenly within the ephere of 
evolution of a flying column, said command- 
era will have to pursue immediately, and 
without giving any preliminary warning, 
the authoraof those orimea. The command- 
er-in-chief of tho Fourth imperial corps will 
help with hia troopa the oommandera of the 
brigadea under hia orders, with the view of 
securing the success of their task. The de- 
partment of war haa been inatruoted to 
transmit telegraphic orders as above to the 
muchle and to the oommandera of tho aaid 
imperial corps. Tho lino of conduot of 
the civil authorities towards the cgltators 
having already been shown by telegraphs, 
according to an imperial irude, you will 
have to make to the proper parties all recom- 
mendations in oomformity with aaid tele- 
gram before tho sending of troopa for tho re- 
pression of disorders. The above disposi- 
tions having received the imperial aanotion, 
tho needful instructions have been sent to 
the department of war and to the other 
valis. I request you again to conform your- 
self to the same as regards your villayet. 
Our august sovereign's determination ia 
that order shall be restored immediately in 
all disturbed parts ; that life, honor and the 
property of everyone shall be safeguarded, 
and that all aota contrary to justice and 
equity shall be prevented. You will watoh 
day and night to secure tho realization of the 
said imperial determination by putting a 
atop to diaordor without delay. 

*' Second — A telegram addressed to the 
valis of Van, Bitlis, Erzeroum. Aleppo, 
Diarbekir, Trebizond, Sivas and Mamoure- 
toul-Aziz, dated November 17 : ' Although 
repeated instructions were given you with 
the view of adjusting in your villages all 
necessary measures for preventing all pos- 
sible troubles and all ahedding of blood, and 
of forbidding as well that one class of the 
population r.ttaok the other, or that aota 
contrary to justice ohould ooonr, such cases 
oontlnue, however, to take place. One of 
the moat Important duties of the valis boing, 
according to the formal ordera of Hia Im- 
perial Majesty tho Sultan, to secure public 
peace in the provinces, I hasten to warn you 
that if, after tho receipt of the present tele- 
gram, there should occur acta like flies, 
aeditiou8 movements, perturbations of public 
order or shodding of blood, such an omis- 
sion of duties could nob by any means 
bo forgiven, and would carry with ib grave 
and abaoluto responsibility. Such responsi- 
bility falling also on the moutesariffs and 
caimacame, you must aUo pub yoursolf in 
accordance with tho commanders for the 
adoption of the necessary dispositions. You 
will principally look with tho greatest oare 
after tho ooneulatoB and foreign subjects, in 
order to place them oub of any danger and 
to avoid any motive for complaint on their 
part. All guilty parties should bo arrested 
and punished according to the law. You 
will tolegraph in plain wordB every twenty- 
four hours to tho dopartmonb of war, to the 
grand vizier and to the Imporial palace the 
situation of the villayet.' 

" Third — A telegram addressed to tho 
marshal of the Fourth Imperial corus and 
to tho military commanders of Aleppo, 
Bitlis, Adana, Trobizond, Sivas, Ma- 
mourotoul-Aziz, and othor parts of Asi- 
atic Turkey, dated November 17 : 1 The 
oxpllclb will of our august soveroign 
being that the tranquillity of the 
couutry should be maintained, moro than 
ever, and in a more efficient manner, and in 
order to prevent absolutely any suoh aota aa 
firoa, revolutionary movemonta, ahedding of 
blood, or attacks upon the part of one close 
of tho population upon the other, or againat 
the consulates or foreign subjects, tho neces- 
sary instructions have already been trans- 
mitted to the functionaries of th-j oivil ad- 
ministration. In conformity with an im- 
perial irade, the imperial military authori- 
ties shall pub themselves In accord with the 
vails and moutesariffi, in order to secure 
public peace and to see that the officers and 
aoldiora of the imperial agonts act according 
to the military regulations, abstaining care- 
fully from all aota tendlDg to cause oom- 
plainta. Any disobedience of tho abovo, 
any neglect or any proceeding contrary to 
discipline, will entail grnvo responsibility,' "

VANCOTJVEB. 

Vancocvkk, Nov. 23 — Capt. Cooper, of 
Now WeatminBtor, B. C, ia adopting an al- 
together novel method of hydraulioiug for 
gold aloDg the banks of the Fraaer between 
Harrison and Yale. He has fitted hia little 
steamer, the Couraer, a boat of about fitly 
tone, with hydraulic monltora and pumpa, 
and will work on the banks very muoh af cor 
the fashion of a marine fire engine alongaldo 
wharves and buildingB at river and sea porta. 

Mrs. George Daman, of Sea ialand, wae 
drownod early on Thursday morning. Mrs. 
Durnan was stopping from the steamer 
Telephone to the wharf when she alippad 
and fell into tho water, sinking immedi- 
ately. Mr. Georgo Durnan was present at 
the time of the accident and a party waa 
organlzad to try and recover the body, but 
up to this morning thia had not been accom- 
plished. 

The teat hole of the Lulu Ioland Company 
readied GOO feet before it waa stopped. All 
the gold, in white, rotten quartz, waa found 
between 230 and 500 foot. A abaft will be 
at once sunk. Interest continues, and many 
more claima havo boen staked. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Wkst.minsteu, Nov. 23.— EfTorta aro bo- 
ing made to establish a number of new can 
noriea In timo for next season's run. Two 
oannories aro expected to be established 
within tho city limits of Westminster itaelf. 
Considerable comment is mado on this 
eagerness of British capital to participate 
largely in the great fishing industry of tho 
province. The fact, however, that eight per 
cent, at leaBt oan readily be made, even on 
largely capitalized canneries, no doubt af- 
forda croat incentives to English investors, 
who are fairly contenb oven with a roturn of 
five per cent, ao long as tho undertaking is 
on sufe lines. 

Tho largest sturgeon taken in the Fraaer 
river thiB aeaaon waa the other day brought 
to New Westmlnator. It turned tho acalo 
at 920 pounds, and though tho fisherman 
only got a cent a pound wholesale ho mado 
good wages by It. 

A difficult and dangerous operation waa 
reoontly performed at Chilliwack by Dr. 
Drew of Now Westminster, assisted by Dr. 
Boggs of tho same city. The operation, 
whiob is known as tho Caesarean, Is especi- 
ally interesting to medical men by reason of 
the groat difficulty and danger attendant 
upon it. This ia aald to be the first case on 
record in British Columbia, and such opera- 
tions are extremely rare on this continent. 

DUNCAN". 

DUNCAN, Nov. 22.— The late fire at the 
Kuper lBland Industrial ladlan school is 
now pretty conclusively established to havo 
been of incendiary origin, and two of the 
schoolboys aro now in gaol at Duncan 
charged with tho offence. 

A white man, a " casual " in the neighbor- 
hood, was oaugub yesterday supplying in- 
toxicants to Indiana and sent up to Nanaimo 
for two months at hard labor. 

McPIIEUSO.VS. 

MoPiiEitsox's Station, Nov. 22.— The 
South Cowiohan hall at McPheraon's waa 
opened on Thanksgiving ovoning by a very 
successful social entertainment and danco, 
about a hundred poople being present. Mr. 
Glbbona, president of the South Cowiohan 
Hall Co., in a few appropriate words 
opened tho cntortainment. The following 
gentlemen sang and wero encored in almost 
every instance : Messrs. Pall, Gardom, 
3hallard, Todd, D. C. Livingstone, J. Rut- 
ledge, P. Rutledge, Taylor, Young, Steward 
and Howie. Mr. W. P. Jaynes gave a very 
humorous number consisting of a recitation 
and aong, Mr. James Nightingale a very 
pretty Btep danco which brought down the 
house. Mr. Eruce's solo on the violin was 
deservedly encored over and again. Re- 
freshments were served about nine o'clock. 
Sandwiches and cakoa of all kinds, tea, 
coffee and fruit were passed and repassed 
until they went begging. Ed. Miller with 
hia ready-made speech (made by Bob 
Young) backed down. A huge pile of logs 
close by the hall was eeb on fire at dark and 
turned night into day the whole night 
through. Tho entertainment camo to a 
oloso about 11 o'clock, and the lovers of tho 
light fantastic danced to the musio of Mr. 
Bruce'a violin until 3 o'clock in the morning. 

FRUIT GliOWERS. 

Quarterly Meeting of tho Association Held at 
Westminster—The Subject of Co-oper- 
ation— The Season's Shipments. 

Westminster, Nov. 23,— (Special)— The 
quarterly mooting of tho Horticultural and 
Fruit Growers' Association took placo yea- 
torday at Now Westminster. Most of tho 
time of tho mooting was taken up by in- 
formal discussion. Tho question of co-oper- 
ation was thoroughly debated. It waa 
thought an advantage had been gained, but 
disastrous results had followed tho ridiculous 
competition of co operative organiz itions in 
this province. The rosult of exhaustive 
comments led to tho unanimous eudorsatlon 
of tho following auggoation : 

" That MoBara. T. Cunningham, G. W. 
Henry, E. Hutcheraon, H. Kipp and It, W. 
Palmer bo appointed a committee to draw up 
a tangible aohomo for forming a co-oporatlvo 
society for the entire provinco and to report 
at the annual mooting on January 30 noxt." 

Nearly 250 tons of fruit, valued at 
510,364, wore Bhlppod out of tho Chilliwack 
valloy alone during tho past season, Next 
season the markets of tho Northwest, 
Kootonay, Cariboo and Australia will bo can- 
vassed with aolootod fruit. 



DIOCESE OF WESTMINSTER. 

The Bishop's Charce— He Advises Unsectarlan 
Religious Teaching in the Public 
Schools, 

Westminster, Nov. 23, — (.Special)— The 
Bishop of Now Weatmlnater haa appointed 
an examining chaplain in tho parson of Rev. 
R. Small, M.A., of Lytton, B C. 

In his oharge to the Synod, the Bishop 
strongly advised co-operation with obhor 
Chrlatian bodiea in tho province with a view 
to introduce broad and unseularian religious 
toaohiug into the public aohoola, which are 
now wholly aocular. 

At tho subsequent mooting of the Synod 
it was decided by resolution to establish a 
diocesan endowment fund for missionary 
work in the rural and mine districts of the 
province ; to establish a clerpy superannua- 
tion aud wtdowa and orphans' fund, and to 
aip-iint a committee to meotothor Christian 
bsdios in conference, with a view to intro- 
ducing rellglouB teaching into tho publio 
schools, 

The exocutive had submitted to it by tho 
Synod a large amount of delegated work, In- 
cluding tho taking of measures to liquidate 
a debt of $5,100 due from tho diocese to tho 
representatives of tho late Bishop Sillltoe. 

Bishop Dart created an excellent impres- 
sion upon tho laity and clergy assembled, 
displaying jreab ability, tact and general 
oourteay. 

The proposal to appoint a coadjutor 
Bishop haa been abandoned for tho preaent,

SUSPECTED OF SMUGGLING. 

California Customs Otllcliils on the Look Out 
for the Schooner " Lena." 

The San Franoisoo Examiner of Tuesday 
last publishes tho following as a tologrum 
from Lob Angolea. Tho Bohooner Lona is 
unknown to these watora— bub aftor all, 
" what's in a name ? " 

" There is a rakiah llttlo crafb aomowhero 
along the Lbs Angeles or Ventura coast that 
the doputioa of collector of tho Porb John 
Guffey are looking for, and would like vory 
much to sight. Some timo ago a 
small schooner cleared from Van- 
couver, British Columbia, ostensibly 
for Mexican ports. As a matter of 
fact, lb was afterwards learned that the llt- 
tlo veoaol, tho Lona, intended to land some- 
where between Point Conooptlon and San 
Pedro. The Lena had on board a cargo of 
about twenty-five Chiuamen and some sus- 
picious packages which it was supposod con- 
tained opium. Through tho government 
secret sorvico agenta it was learned that the 
schooner would touoh somewhere on the 
South California coaBt and land its cargo ab 
udvantageous points without going bhrough 
bhe formality of consulting the cuBton. house 
officials. Collector Galley 'a office was duly 
informed of the depatturo of the L;na from 
Britisn Colombia. A abarp watoh haa been 
kept, but up to dato she haa failod to turn 
up, nor has any orafb appeared that looked 
anything like her. 

The Lena, shortly after leaving Van- 
couver, was repainted, her name changed 
and she was otherwise altered ao that Bhe 
could not be identified. It ia underatood 
the schooner haa landod tho Chinamen at 
the lBland of Sin Clement, which ia about 
forth miles due south of San Pedro. Trad- 
ing boats frequently stop thoro, acd tho Idea 
would be to havo those trading vessels put 
the Chinamen on tho mainland. Tho opium 
could bo easily taken from the Island from 
time to time. The collector's ollico haa re- 
oolvod no information of any Chinese being 
now on San Clement, although doputioa of 
the collector adinlb that It is posBiblo for 
thorn to bo there and the office kn*w noshing 
about it. 

1 One of Mr. Gaffoy's deputioa said to- 
day : " Why, there aro innumerable placss 
beoween Point Conception and San Juan 
Capiatrano whore the littlo Bchoonor could 
have landed. I do not think, though, It 
would have been possible to huve landed any 
Chinamen at San Clement. Still we know 
tho schooner ia somewhere not far off the 
coast in thiB collection distrlcs, and wo pro- 
pose to see to it that she does not land. She 
1b not flying the United States flag. Our in- 
formation ia positive that she is nob bound 
for tho porta for which she cloarod."

Inspector Constantino's Report as to 
the Doings of the Dominion 
Police. 



Proposed Istnldingfs and Coat— Mines 
Xni'HfPtf Unt Weil-Scarcity 
This Winter. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 23 —So many inquiries 
havo been received in rogard to tho polioe 
mtesion to tho Yukon district) that tho fol- 
lowing report from Inspector ConBtantine 
will bo read with great Intoreab. It is dated 
Fort Cndahy, Auguat 23, and reada as fol- 
io ws, : 

Wo loft Unolaaka on Monday, the 17ch 
Jtlco at noon, and about the same hour on 
Wednesday, the 19ch, ran into tho ioo be- 
tween tho Seal islands and Nunlvik ialand, 
Wo wero atdinnor whon one of tho waiters 
aald that icebergs were in eight. There was 
a tjoneral atampodo from the table to boo 
them ; little did wo think that we would be 
in the lco for 14 days, with 

NARROW ESCAPES 

from being cruahed. After ateaming on our 
course N. i£ for somo tiino wo turned, but 
by this time the lco had gob completely 
around us, and wo drifted with it in a 
aoutherly direction for aome 200 miles, when 
it opened up and we worked our way 
through different openings till we came 
opposite Cipa Nome, when we got dear of 
ib. From Cape Nome wo steamed for Capo 
Dorly, and from there into Norton Sound 
and St. Michael's. Tho ice did not clear 
from tho Sound till tho'lDoh of Juno, being 
a conplo of weeks later than usual. We ar- 
rived at Sb. Michael's on Wednesday, 
July 3, and !efo on tho riser boat on Friday, 
July 5, after transferring the cargo from the 
ocean vessel. A blow coming up, wo had to 
put baok and wait for two or three hours. 
The passago by sea of SO miles to the mouth 
of tho river and across tho bar can only bo 
made by the river boats In a»lm weather. 

The passage up the river waa devoid of 
any special note, bub was very todious. 
The boat was loaded very heavy, 450 tone, 
heat proab and flies of all kinds very aotlve 
and vicious. On the 24th July at 6 a.m., 
we reached hero. Tho work of unloading 
waa oommenoed ab oncoand ended on Thurs- 
day nighb. 

On Friday, the 26 ;h July, Strickland and 
party of eight left on the steamer up the 
river to geb oub logs for building, going up 
about forty miles. "They were absent, three 
weeke, getting out in that time some 400 fair 
loga. The fllos were torriblo, moat of the 
party looking on their return as if they had, 
or bad had 

t DOSE OF SMALLPOX, 

Friday and Saturday, 26 7ch, we wore (i.e. 
the men remaining here) busy with the Btores 
getting them under cover. Sunday the mon 
had to themselves and wore busy mending 
and airing their clothes. 

Oa Monday tho 2i) :h wo commenced wotk 
on tho aite for the post. It is ab the 
junction of the Forty- Mile and the Yukon 
on tho north side of Forty- Milo. about equi- 
distant from each settlement — the highest 
ground which has not boon even flooded in 
the memory of anyone here. The high 
hills are about 700 yards iu tho rear, which 
will give a good range for nearly that dis- 
tance. The ground had to bo oleard of 
bruah and treca, drains dug to carry off tho 
water as well as to provent it coming in on 
OB. The whole oountry (that is any level 
ground) is swamp, and covered with heavy 
thick moss. ThiB had to bo olearod off and 
is done in this way ; first oub with axes Into 
equires of about throe feet, then torn off by 
men with mattocks, piled up to dry aud 
wheeled off, being dumped into tho rivor. 
Under the moss is frozen ground or ice. Ib 
took us nearly threo weeks to clear tho 
ground, atrip ib of moBs und ditob ib. 

A party was sent for building mosa up tho 
river a couple of milea, going up in the morn- 
ing and returning ab night. Mobs fib for 
building purpoaos is only to be bad in cer- 
tain plaoes, having to be fine and free from 
roots. Wo gathered four boatloads. 

The doctor and I kept on with the clear- 
ing. The oarpontor on arrival here was put 
to work making tabloa and benohea. After 
making these he wont to work at the win- 
dow and door frames. He is a good work- 
man and, bo far, haa proved himaolf a good 
man. 

Tho slzo of the ground laid off for tho 
buildings is 150 foot by 125 feet, facing the 
Yukon, with 40 Mile croek on tho right, or 
south. Both banks are oub ones, of about 18 
or 20 foot. Wo can Bee up and down the 
Yukon each way about a mile, also aome dis- 
tance up 40 Mile, with a full view of Buxton 
Mission, 40 Mile, and Fort Cudahy. We 
will havo a iquare of about 101 by 81. 
There will bo bastions at tho S.E. and N.W. 
corners.

Tho loga used in tho construction of tho 
several buildings, excepting tho two small 
ones, will be 7 inches Equate, tho smallor 6 
inches. 

Tho work ia very heavy and hard, and all 
matorial hus to bo moved by hand most of 
the wuy. Tho distance from tho saw mill 
to the Bite Is ovor a quarter of a mile; for 
this distance tho heavy sills aro run upon a 
Binall 'trolley, one ab a time, and tho houso 
logs, in number according to their alzo. All 
have to bo carried about 300 foot. I had 
all tho loga sawn ab tho mill ; by bhis I gob 
my slabs for rooting and a sufficient quantity 
of lumber to p»y for the mill — i.e., I havo 
bo much less to buy. Ib waa a great pity 
thab a mill was nob sent with tho party In 
would havo saved muoh work. Tho mill is 
worked by our men, excopb tho sawyer, 
whom tho company furnishes us, as well as 
the fuel. Wo hopo to have our timber out 
on Monday, 26th instant, and buildings up 
and 

OCCUPIED HY THE END OF SEPTEMBER 
Tho roofing will be a slow business ; first 
slab, Booon moBB on them, then six or eight 
inches of earth over all, and which has to 
bo dug up and driod. All this is absolutely 
nocoesary to koop tho hoab in, as woll as to 
prevent tho frost coming through, and keep 
oub tho wee In the spring and summer. All 
houses havo ventilators in tho roofs. I sbnl 
have to Bend up bho rivor for two or three 
raftB of dry wood for winter use. We will 
get lomo from off the olearlng. Wo shall 



require at least 100 cords. When one con- 
siders all this r>nd other work thab hai to be 
done by the men without assistance of teams 
you will aee that the contract ia not a small 
one.j 

ino mineB are turning out well. Tho 
output of gold this soaBon has been large. 
The miners havo learnb by laat winter's ex- 
perience that they can work to the same ad- 
vantsgo in the winter as in tho summer by 
burning and drifting. Aa far aa I can learn 
tho output for the past year haa been about 
£300.000 ; rather over than under. 

Our BtoreB, with tho exception of threo 
coile of rope, a couple of crates of stove- 
pipe, and a case or two, came up on tho first 
boat. The company supplied ua with rope 
for the river work, as our ropo was put in 
the storehouse at Sb. Michael's by a mis- 
take of tho oaptaiu's. The Btoros all came 
in good condition. 

Wo havo been muoh handicapped for 
want of our ojluoob, and it will be ulmout 
impossible to do work up tho rivor without 
a steam launch, on acc junb of 

THE DISTANCES AND SWIFT WATER. 

Up to the prosonb everything has boon 
quiet and orderly. I expect it will con- 
tinue bo, at any rate for a tlmo. Most of 
the "hard cases" havo left for Circle City, 
200 mileB below. 

Tho feeling with regard to tho police has 
ontiroly changed. All Boom glad they are 
in — the law and order people beoause thoy 
feel qulot is now assured, and others 
probably because wo are judged by their 
standard, "might is right." The run of 
salmon has not been very good this season, 
and aB the Indians aro a lazy, good-for- 
nothing lot, they may considor lb the duty 
of tho government to feed them in tlmo of 
scarcity, and failing to do bo, may com- 
plain to tho department. Many of tho In- 
dians living hero belong to tho Charley's 
and David's bands, which are Amorican. 

Cuatoma dues are being woll paid up. I 
sonb nearly §4,000 from St. Miohael's, and 
will seed by the ateomor nearly 50,000 
more. 

I hope tho government will soe their way 
to opon a route up by the way of Hootalinka 
river. O ir own country and the best sec- 
tion t:f thin pirt cf the N. W. Territories 
will then fill up.

Ogilvie arrived hero on the 30th ult. and 
has kindly lent mo one of his. I hopo to 
geb a river boat to take his stores down. 
He Bays not to send canoea over pass. The 
Indiana want §200 oach to get them over. 
Ib took four of his men to do it, and hue to 
be done very carefully or thoy will be of no 
uso on arriving here. 

I have to send a small party np tho river 
to get oub a few more !ogs to completo tho 
poBb. I hope to bo ready for winter aboub 
the end of this month, but I have a terrible 
lob yet to do. The barrack building, store- 
house and guard room are wnll under way. 

We are likely to havo a scarcity again 
this winter ; Halmon scarce The steamer 
on her up trip ran into or was run into and 
sank tho othor company's boat, Arotio, noor 
tho Russian mission, about 300 miles from 
St. Michael's. Ib has rained nearly every 
day since our arrival, and the files havo been 
terrible. My wife and Mrs. Strickland 
stood tho journey very woll and will be 
satisfied to remain here till next fall. Do 
try and send » oleum launch nexb Bpring. 
I wiah yon could come in and Bee tho coun- 
try for yourself; you would bhon understand 
our wants and necessities.

AN APPEAL TO PREJUDWB. 

Mr. L&urier haB for tho last two or threo 
years been giving the Liberal party of the 
Dominion lessons in tho art of poll'ictl 
dodging, and some of its members take 
kindly to tho instruction. The Toronto 
Gloln, particularly, has advanced far 
enough to tako a degree in the now sohool. 
Tho leading article in its isst'e of the 15th 
is in Liurier's boat Btylo. That article Is on 
" Manitoba and tho Bye-elections." xn ib 
the Globe, whilo it does its besb to create 
a prejudice against tho Government, studi- 
ously refraina from pronouncing a single 
opinion on the merits of tho question which 
It discuases. It does not oven venture di- 
rectly to condemn the course which the 
Government is pursuing witli respect to the 
Manitoba schools. It takes the term "co- 
ercion" aa its text, and throughout the ar- 
ticle rings the changes upon that word, 
which it moat dishonestly drags into tho dis 
cusslon. It appeals to tho prejudices, and 
practises upon the ignoranoe, of its readers ; 
bub ib never by any ohance addresses them 
as reasonable and intelligent menand women. 
It, for instance, quotes the following pas- 
sage from the speech which tho Minister of 
Financo latolydeliverod in London, Ont., not 
to prove that the policy of tho Government is 
unsound or unconstitutional, bat to create 
the impression that their object is to 
" ooeroe " Manitoba : 

''In. short, the Conservative Government 
and the party which ia keeping them in 
power to-day believe that oven-handed jus- 
tice must bo done ; that the compaots of 
Confederation must be carried out. They 
believe this should bo done by the Govern- 
ment and Legislature of Manitoba itself, 
and they spare no pains and take all oppor- 
tunities to induoe the Manitoba Loglslsturo 
tn right tho wronRa whioh are complained 
of so far as they reasonably Bhould be right- 
ed. But this Government goes furbher, and 
plainly states — and I want you to think of 
ib oalmly and fairly in the light of tho oon 
stitution— that if in tho end the minority 
haa a grievance whioh ia not remedied by 
tho power that can boat remsdy it, namely, 
the Manitol.a Legislature, that ib is the 
duty of the Conservative Government to 
tako all reasonable and proper methods to 
have that wrong righted and that griovanco 
remedied themselves." 

Can any honest and sonslble man Bay that 
ooercion is foreshadowed in this plain state- 
ment clothed in language studiously moder- 
ate ? When ib ia romemborodjili ib tho Con- 
stitution of Manitoba extonda to tho denom- 
inational minority thab considers itaolf ag- 
grieved by tho uction of the Provincial 
Legiaiaturo the right to appeal to tho Gov- 
ernor-Goneral-in-Council, and points out bhe 
course which tho Government must pursue 
if tho decision of tho Govornor-Gonoral-in- 
Cjuncil is not duly oxecutcd, Ib it right or 
reasonable or fair to reproach tho Dominion 
Govornmonb with " coercion " when ib 
pursues with tho utmost exactitude the 
course indicated by the constitution J There 
is really nothing that can be called "co 
eroion " in the matter. Tho course whioh 
the Go vernment is pursuing in the Manitoba 
business is preoisoly the courso whioh Mr. 
Laurior himaolf would bo compelled to pur- 
suo if he were in power. Ho would lirsb 
give tho Govornmonb of Manitoba ovory op- 
portunity to rodroas tho grievance of tho 
minority, and if they rofusod to tako any 
stop in thab direction he would have to sub- 
mit tho matter to Parliament. Tho only 
alternative to this oourBo would bo to troat 
the appeal of the Manitoba minority with 
contempt and to refuse those who oom- 
poao It tho redreaB to which tho 
J-idiclal Comniittoe of the Privy Coun- 
cil h»B declared thoy aro ontltlod. 
But " coercion," aa tho Globe woll knowa, 
has an unpleasant Bound, and ib usee ib im- 
properly and unjustly for no other purpose 
than to projudlco tho electors of tho Ontario 
constituencies against the Govornmonb. 
This may bo good polioy from a Grit poinb 
of view, bub if that Ib bho case all thab wo 
bavo to say la thab the Grits aro both dis- 
honeat and shorb-Blghtod. They hope to get 



into power by and by. If bhey nucoeed thoy 
will have to deal with this Manitoba school 
question, If Mr. Laurier's word ia worth 
anything he will endeavor to perform tho 
promisoa bo haB made his Quebec compat- 
clota. In fact he will be forced to mako 
the attompb. But as soon aa he dooa he will 
fiad thab hia own double-dealing and tho 
deceptive and uuearupulous taatioB cf his 
Ojtarlo supporters will impede and em- 
barraee him to such an extent aa to mako 
success impossible. 

ANNUAL ELECTIONS. 

In a lettor to tho Toronto Telegram Gold- 
win Smith saya : " These annual eleotions 
of municipal otliosra aro, like some other 
thinga in our municipal system, a legaoy 
from tho middle ages, and are moro Huited 
to the primitivo go /ornment of those times 
than to bhe soiontiSo administration of a 
great city at the present day. Bosidea, a 
olty in tho middle ages, I take it, was really 
In the handa of Its leading men, who would 
keep thoir power whatever the nominal 
term of their efficoa might be." Annual 
municipal eleotions liko a great many other 
ohangea whioh radlcala of a former gener- 
ation regardod as reforms, have proved the 
reverse. What tho managers of a oity'a 
allalra neod to enable them to do their work 
at all efficiently ia experience, and this thoy 
cun nover acquire under the annual election 
syatom, for a city councillor can hardly gat 
timo to poat himself in tho routine work of 
hia office when ho is displaced by some am- 
bitious aBpirant for civic honors who has 
contrived to get into tho good graces of the 
electors. This latter in hia turn is most 
probably bounced boforo ho nas acquired tho 
oxporionco nocoaaary to make him of any 
value as a councillor. 



DIVIDED LIBERALS. 

We havo aeon that tho proprietor of La 
Patrie takeB oxoeption to bhe politioal com- 
pany which Mr. Laurior keepa. No man ia 
in a bebter petition to form a true estimate 
of tho charaotor of Mr. Laurlor's Quebec 
lieutenants than Mr. Beaugrand. He knowa 
all about them, and he has the courage to 
toll tho world what ho thinka of them. Wo 
see that another Montreal journal protests 
against Mr. Laurior accepting another Que- 
bec Liberal as a political associate and co- 
laborer. The Montreal Witness la well ac- 
quainted with tho antecedents of Mr. Jamea 
McShane, who ia apoken of aa the Liberal 
candidate for Montreal Centre. We were 
under the impression that ho was sure of tho 
nomination. This is how the Witness 
speaks of Mr, MoShane's proposed candi- 
dature : 

If tho Liberal party puts forward Mr. Mo 
Shane, wo can only hopo it will bo beaten In 
thab constituency, The Liberal party has 
far moro dangerous men than Mr. McShano 
hanging to Ita skirts, uud Mr, McShane is 
so openly bad, so innocently bad, as ono 
might say, for ho has nover appeared to 
know tho difference between right and 
wrong, that people are inolined to condone 
his notorious misdeeds in view of those of 
worso men who know better how to cover 
thoir traaka. Bub Mr. McShano is ono of 
tho kind of politicians who nob only discredit 
tho party under whose banners btiey right, 
but distinctly lower its moral standing. To 
condone notorious wrong is a more palpable 
and breziu thing than to ignore evil tbab ia 
auspocted but nob proved. If bhe Liberal 
party puta up as its beet man one whom 
even Mr. Meroler could not stand, it will 
certainly deserve defeat at the hands of Its 
owu truest adherents. He who wishes best 
for a party would rather see it remain in 
Opposition than aee it reach power oomposed 
of and posBibly..dependonb upon bad ele- 
ments. 

Ib has boon observed thab the Witness is 
always ready to strain a pointorrathorBe veral 
points in favor of tho Liberal party, though 
Jimmy McShane is moro than it can stomach. 
But there ia no Indication that Mr. Laurior 
ia troubled with any such squeamlshneBB. 
Ho nob only tolerates bub takea to hia bosom 
Mr, Tarto and others of the Meroler gang, 
and there ia no whiaper that he will refuse 
to aooept " the People's Jimmy " if bhe 
Liborals of Montreal ohooBe him to contost 
Montreal Centre. It is more than likely 
that he will ba their choice, for ho ia a past 
master in tho art of getting votos, and this 
qualification among tho Liberals of Mon- 
treal covors a multitude of political ains. It 
may be safely inferred from the way La 
Patrlo and the Witness speak of men high 
in the councils of the Liberal party in Que 
bee that that party is not by any moans a 
happy or a united family. On the contrary 
it ia safe to say that thero are bitter feuds 
among thorn and that nothing bub tho 
cohoaivo force of public plunder could In 
duco them to aot cordially together. 



SO AT HI NO ORITIGISM. 

I'roaidcnt Schurman, of Cornell Univer- 
aity, uddroBs'mg tho Board of Trustees on 
Wednesday laat, thus roforrod to football : 
" If the game cannot bo rodoomed from bru- 
tality and trickery, from mean insinuation 
and vulgar bravla, from tho orylng bub 
nameless evils of which as a vast public epoo- 
taole and commercial speculation ib has boon 
tho occasion, ib is cortainly better that ib 
should go and novor return to plague us." 

What Proaidonb Schurman said about foot- 
ball iu New York State applies with groat 
force and perbinonoo to lacrosao in British 
Columbia. The sooner tho players make up 
thoir mindB to play liko gentlemen and 
truo sportsmen tho bettor both for thora- 
aolvos and tho Intorosba of tho game. 
Thero are some lacrcsBO players who scorn 
bent on forcing tho respoobable part of bhe 
publio to como to tho oonoluaion that lacroeao 
is a game whioh no manly man or honorable 
BportBman oan play. Thoy show by their 
conduct that thoy ooneider lb softness and 
woaknosB to deal with a rival player fairly. 
They are bound to win the game by hook or 
by crook, and to tako an unfair advantage 
of an epponent as often aa he gives thorn 
a chanoe. Suoh men will, Booner or later, 
aooompllBh tho end ab whioh they are appar- 
ently aiming. Thoy will bring luoroaao in- 
to dlBorodlt, ao that boforo long It will bo 
nothing hotter than an excuse for gambling, 



and young men who have any regard for 
their reputations will give it a wide bjrth. 
Thla ia a consummation greatly to be depre- 
cated, for Iac.rosBO is a noble game when ib 
Is properly played. 

A SIGNAL DEFEAT. 

Tho women of Massachusetts had a lino 
chance on the 5th of tho present month to 
assort their right to have a voice in tho 
government of tho Stata. The matter of 
woman suffrage was referred to the whole 
oleotorate and to the women as well. All 
that was required of them was to reglBter 
some time provIouB to election day. Tho 
number of womon entitled to register in tho 
State of Massachusetts was about 573,000. 
Of this groab number only .'10,000 presented 
themaolvos for registration. Tbia of itself 
shows thab the womon of thab State are not 
by any moans desirous of taking a part In 
tho management of publio affairs. Where 
only one woman oub of nineteen who were 
considered eligible availed herself of bho 
privilege of becoming a voter, it cannot bo 
said that tho womon of MasaaohuBOtta are 
pining for political privileges. 

As might be expootod from tho figuros wo 
have quoted, at tho aloso of tho elootionj Ib 
was found thab a very large majority of tho 
electorate, even with the roinforoomonb of 
30,000 lady voters, wore opposed to extend- 
ing tho fnuichieo to women. The proposal 
to give the .vomon tho privilege of votiDg 
waa rejected by a mi),prity of threo to one. 
A different result might have been ex- 
pected in tho State of Massachusetts, tho 
homo of bo maDy of the advocates of womon'a 
rights. 

Even of tho women who registered, not 
many moro than ono half wont to tho polls. 
Wo havo seen that only ono in nineteen 
women rogisterod, but it ia estimated thut 
only ono in thirty-two voted. Tho totul 
number of womon on the rogiater in Boston 
waa ll.GOU ; of those it is said less than 
5,000 votod. Tho voto pollod in Boston 
was 63,904.; of theso '22,035 were for woman 
Butl'rage, and 41,059 against. ThiB was 
about bho proportion in all tho largo olties 
of tho State. In New Bedford 328 womon 
registered and ooly 159 votod, and woman 
suffrage waa defeated two to one. In the 
rural districts tho voto ogainBb woman 
suffrage was proportionately largor. " Oddly 
enough," says tho Oregonian, " tho oppo- 
sition inoluded within its rankB tho two ex- 
tremes of MaBaaohuaettB politioal sooioty. 
Ab one end wero found tho aaloon keepora 
and at tho othor end oollogo profossora." 
The ladiea who bellove in woman suffrage 
will moat likely declargo thab bho referen- 
dum is nob a fair way of testing public 
opinion on an important measure, and in 
this wo cordially agree with them.

(From Our Special Correspondent.) 
Arriving at Williams orsek, we find 
Barkerville, the capital of Cariboo, a smull 
place containing about 100 houses, three 
general stores, four hotels, a restaurant, 
• school house and Maaonio hall combined, an 
English and Mebhodisb church and fire hall, 
and Theatre Royal. The town as ib now 
stand) is Blxteen feeb higher than the 
original site. The tailings of the mlues on 
the creek having filled up each year, the 
houses had to be jacked up also, until they 
now aro out of reach any moro danger, as a 
bulkhead w»B built its entiro longth and ab 
the back of the buildings. Williams oreek 
derived its namo from Dutch Bill having 
discovered gold on it in tho oarly sixtloB, the 
entiro length is about six milea to where ib 
joins tho head of Willow river. Over 
twenty million dollars in gold was taken out 
of this stream, and many moro aro in ib yet 
at tho lower end, where tho Cariboo Gold 
Fields Co, aro ab work. Tho gulcheB running 
into this crook wore all very rich and there 
Is only one that has been half worked by 
hydrauliclng, and that is Stout's gulch, 
whero this summer with bho aid of four mou 
Mr. Newton took out 5o0 ounces in two 
months. John ButtB is working at tho very 
boad, on tho divide between Liwher and 
Stout's gulch, and is taking out fl per day 
ro tho man. 

Very little work has been done on Mink 
and Conklin gulches excepb tho drifting 
dono la early days, which paid lianueomplf , 
and if plenby of water could bo got on the 
properties owned on those gulohes thoy 
would yield immense profits fur hydraulio- 
ing. 

, Tbo Forest. Rose is oa ft Bu ppoBed old 
j>i*auel of tilts Oroek and has paid fair divi- 
dends tor the last twenty-five years. 

Tho Eye-opener olaim, ownod by the 
Cariboo Gold Fields Co., has paid its own- 
ers very well this summer. 

There ar» also quito a number of small 
olaims being worked this Boaaon with both 
good and bad results. 

The greateBb olaim on tho creek is that of 
the 

CARIliOO GOLD FIELDS CO. 

Thla company ia formed of English capi- 
talists. They nave a loaso of about I t miles 
of the lower end of the creek. They have 
done an Immonse lot of work this summer in 
preparing their olaim for operation. They 
have builb ono of tho largest, if not tho 
largest mining flume on the continent. Its 
inside measurement is x 12 foob and 2,200 
feet long, Btarting at creek grade, and ab its 
lower end ib ia 10 feet higher than irrade. It 
has a fall of 2\ inches in 12 feob. There 
were abonb 600,000 feeb of lumber and tim- 
ber nsed in its conotruction, and it will take 
oO.OOO blockB, 6x14 inches, to covor the 
fiocr, bo that the water running 
through ib will not wear ouc tho 
bottom. Tho coBb will be over $25,000. 
They have also 11 milee of ditch, 3 feot 
deep and 7 feet wide, which ia nearly fin- 
ished, the price being about $3,000 per 
mile. There aro over 100 Chinamen now 
working on ib, and thoy expect to ba through 
by Christmas if the weather keeps open. 
The ditoh takes all the water from the head 
of Lightning oreek and all areeks clear to 
Barkerville. The pipe line will be over two 
mileB long, and in pbces will be 
laid underground until ib reaches the 
creek, where ib la carried along on 2,000 
feeb of trestlo, 25 feet high, falling away to 
nothiDg ab Barkerville, whoro ib again will 
bo laid underground. Tho pipe la the finest 
ever brought to any mining camp, being 
made of welded steel, and will ba put to- 
gether with Kimborley collars. The largest 
pipes for tho high level are .'10 inches in dia- 
meter, decreasing in si/.a to 18 inches. This 
pipe line ia for working tho hydraulic eleva- 
tor and will bo connected with the lift pipe 
abbed rock, whioh is 75 feet below tho pre- 
sent level of tho stream. 

From the elevator thore is a drain or tun- 
nel -1x6 feeb in sizo and 2,500 feob long. Al- 
ready 1,500 feeb of tho drain ia completo, 
and thrt o ahlfts aro working night and day 
on ib. When finiahed ib will cost nearly 
£17,000. Ernesb Rlvard has tho oontraot 
for the drain and cxpeots to have it com- 
pleted aboub tho latte 1- part of January. 
Tho hydraulic lift is the aame as used in Cal- 
ifornia and New Zealand. Its total lift will 
be 100 feet, and tho water from the nozzle, 
whioh Ib aovonincheBindiametor, is expected 
undora990foothoadto life anything thab will 
go into bho elevator pipe, which is 30 inchoa 
in diameter. Gravel, water, rocks, gold, in 
faob everything thab gets Into the intako 
will have to go up with Buch an onormous 
hoad of water. The wholo worku are ex 
pectod to bo completed about noxt July, 
and by tho fall of 1897 Cariboo will see one 
of the greateBb cleanups that was ever known 
by a aiDgle company. The whoie works 
when completo will cost aboub $200,000,' 
which is a mero bagatelle compared to tho' 
gold thab will bo taken oub. Tho whole 
work is under the direob supervision of Mr. 
JaB. Champion, who is a mining engineer of 
large abilities and long experience in differ- 
ent countries, and who is oIbo an old timer 
hero, ho having boon hero in tho oarly days. 
Great orodlb ia duo to the promoter of. tho 
aohemo, Mr. A. D. Whittier, an American 
by birth, and nophow of John G. Whittlor, 
tho great poot. Mr. Whittier waa for some 
years a resident of Victoria. Then he wont 
to Granite Creok, and from thore came to 
CaribDO and amid many difficult lea thab would 
have dUcouraged older men, ho aob to work 
to rovolntionizo mining in this place, and 
by hia persistency and hard work ho suc- 
ceeded in floating his achemo in England 
and in a short time ho will bo rewaided for 
h<B labors by seeing tho hidden treasures 
uocoverod for tho good of mankind. Barkor- 
\illo to-day owes its good times to A. D 
Whittier. Mr. Someraot, one of tho largest 
stockholders, Is constantly on tho scone and 
is aoting as sooretary for bho oompany 
Anyone viaiting tho oflico is always accorded 
a welcome, and is shown over tho works if 
he wishes to seo them.

Parent", I grant, would nob willingly pub- 
lish anything that would bring their littlo 
daughters' names into public discussion, but 
information given to the principal of a rchool 
would bo imparted In confidence, which con- 
fidence would assuredly be respected. The 
faot remains that neither parents nor 
children make complaints, nor do tho for- 
mer romovo their girls from tho BchoolB. 
Why ? 

Permit me to polnb out to tho Bishop of 
Columbia that the onua of tho proof against 
bhe schools lies on him. Formal oharges 
will havo to bo mado and provod. Tho pub- 
lic musb know tho extent of the evil— if evil 
theroia. Let us by all means got ab tho 
truth, for which I can aesurn His Lordship 
I am striving as well as ho. I havo certainly 
no desiro to bbo " wholesale whitewashing." 
Bub I can stato with confidence what right 
thinking nen nnd women in this community 
will not tolerate, and that is wholesale 
blaofeor.ipg.

Special Collections in Aid of This 
Deserving: Charity iu the 
Churches To -Day. 



Pastoral Letter From the Lord Bishop 
—General Annouuceiueuts iu 
City Churches. 

The coDgrcgationa that will to-day fill 
Victoria's churches, to listen to words of 
hope, of encouragement and of consolation, 
from the lips of those intruatod with their 
spiritual guidance, should not forget that 
to-diy'a serviceB havo an especial importance 
to each individual citizan of Victoria, and 
that each is counted upon to assise to the 
full extent of his ability in making them 
memorable. It is Hospital Sunday, and 
having in mind the injunction that of all 
Christian virtues, the greatest is charity, 
each and every ono Bhould tako good care not 
to forget his contribution toward the sup- 
port of a noble and philanthropic institu- 
tion. A dollar is not so very muoh to any- 
one, and yet if everyone who attends 
divine Rervico to-day loaves but ono dollar 
in the Hospital envelopo, how groat a result 
will have been accomplished ! Tho directors 
nf the hospital aro oounting upon to day's 
collections in tho churches to lessen very 
materially their financial burdon— and sure- 
ly they will not bo disappointed. 

In tho Episcopal churches of tho city 
this morning, tho following brief pastoral 
lebte : from the Lord Bishop will l>i road by 
the clergy. Ib ia self-explanatory: 
"Dearly Beloved in - the Lord:— 

" It haa seemed good that I Bhould isaue 
a short pastoral lettor to explain to you tho 
object which wo havo in view iu the special 
mibeion services which (God willing] are to 
1)3 held in the churches of this eity during 
the coming Advent oeaBon. 

"I purposely refrain from making com- 
parison between the spiritual and moral 
condition of Victoria and that of other 
places, and giving statistics astothenumbers 
of the congregations and commmunicanta. 

" Let up be thankful for what tho Lord 
has dono in the past and is doing in our 
midst to-day, and give all honor to thoao 
who at the first planted the Churoh In thta 
place. But no one will dony the need there 
ia of a spiritual awakening amongst us all, 
and during this Advent we desiro to come 
together, humbling ourselves before our 
Heavenly Father, and confessing our sins, 
negligences and ignoraucoa, with a full pur- 
pose of amendment for the future, 

" Judgment roust begin t»t tho Houbb of 
God, and wa oiorgy and laity, professing 
Christians, who regularly use the means of 
grace, must examine ourselves as in His 
presence most carefully. 

" Let us firat of all seek tho help of God 
the Holy Ghost to show us the ways in 
which we are hindering the work of the 
church, the stumbling blocks which wo are 
putting in the way of others by our un- 
woithy lives. Let ua not be content if by 
His grace wo bo kept from those 
open deadly sins which bring their 
own punishment, hut let us seek 
deliverance from the equally deadly ains 
of pride and selfishness, of hatred and bit- 
terness, of fault-finding and oenaoriouenees, 
of sloth and idleness, of murmuring and dis- 
content. And then, Beoondly, lot us reeolvo 
thab we will give ourselves heartily to work 
and to pray for othera. 

"In this city thoro are not a few who in 
the Old Country or in tho East of Canada 
were loyal mombors of the churoh, bub here 
they have drifted away, and, alaa ! there are 
alao many who oame wlthoub religion and 
have not been brought to tho knowledge of 
God 

" Oar object is, if ib he Hie will, by means 
of these special mission services to bring 
wanderers back and to give tho bleaBod 
message of the gaepel to thoao who have 
hitherto refused to listen. 

" Moat solemnly, therefore, in tho name 
of the Lord do I invite your co-oporation tn 
this work. Come yourselves and bring 
otherB. Lot us Bhow forth the truo spirit of 
Christian charity and unity, and oomo 
■boldly to the throne of grace' for cur- 
selves and for them. 

" The services will bo hold on Wednesday 
and Thursday of each week in four different 
churohes. There will ho a celebration of 
the holy communion at 8 in tho morning, 
and a special mission service at 8 in the 
evening. 

" On Wednesday and Thursday in this 
week the servicea will bo hold in Sb, John's 
churjh, and on Sunday afternoon at 4 thero 
will alao be an address to men only in Sb. 
John's church. It is to bo olearly under- 
stood that the servicea aro not only intended 
for the pariah iu which they aro hold, but 
that all are invited to attend. 

" I do not, of course, think that tho 
reading of a pastoral lottor, or tho olrcula- 
t ion of handbills, will either fill the churches 
or produce spiritual or lasting roBulta. 
'Apart from Christ wo can do nothing.' 
In His name I bog of you to make such ar- 
rangements in your families as to glvo all 
an opportunity of coming, and to press tho 
matter upon your friends and neigh- 
bora, and urgo them to come, no 
that thero may bo a rovlval of 
spiritual lifo umongat us, und if 
we aro spared to keep togother our Christ- 
mas festival it may bo with joy greater than 
wo have hitherto known ; an eoho of that 
joy which is in Heaven over cno sinner 
that ropentoth. 

" May tho blosolng of God Almighty, tho 
Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost rost 
upon you ond upon this work which wo are 
about to undertake" 

The Bervicos to day at tho Cathodral will 
be ob usual— holy communion at 8 a.m.; 
matins and sermon at 1 1 a.m., and ovensong 
and sermon at 7 p.m. — Rev. Canon Roan- 
land officiating. InSb. John'a church thoro 
will be matins, litany and sormon at morn- 
ing service, and ovensong ond sormon at 7, 
tho rector, Rev. Porcival Jtnns, occupying 
tho pulpit at ail aorvicoa. Rov. J. H. S. 
Sweet, rector of St. Jamoa', will conduot 
tho usual 8 o'clock, 11 o'clock and 7 o'clock 
services in that house of worahip, In St. 
Saviours oYirch, Victoria West, the paator, 
Rov.

Btroet, begin their three days' festival, " Tai 
Chu." It is a religious memorial eorvico 
which is hold only once every thrco yearB, 
and groat are tho preparations being mado 
to celobrato it with proper honors according 
to tho Chinese idea of tho fitness of things. 
From San Francisco three prieata havo betn 
brought to conduct tho ceremonies in tho 
joss iiouso with duo pomp, and yesterday a 
wholo crowd of men wero hard ab work 
decorutlng tho intorior of the j osa houao with 
pictures and trappings no gay aa all the 
colore of tho rainbow. 

Two colossal figures of men dressed In gor- 
gooua apparel occupy a goodly portion of tho 
floor room in tho tomple. They are portly, 
woll fed looking individuals, Bpeclal atten- 
tion having been apparently paid to giving 
thorn "fair round bodioa " and a general 
well-fed, oonteated air. Those, a courteous 
Chinaman explained, wore two historical 
parsonages, great man in tho oldon tlmea of 
Chinese history. Ono iB Donk Un, " a fam- 
ous man, like George Washington or Gen- 
e al Grant," said tho guide. Tho Jothor, ho 
could not romombor his name, waB a celebra- 
tad law giver, " liko Chief Justice, but 
greater. " Though theso figures look bo 
maeslva and largo, thoir appearance Ib some- 
what deceptive, for they aro hollow, and 
built of bamboo frames with paper oovorirgB; 
tho jewels aro glass and tho robes 
red and blue paper, profusoly ornamouted 
with gilt papor. Beside Donk Un stands 
his horse, life size, and built of tho Bimo 
material as his illustrious master. On tho 
doting day of tho feat ivilioa General and 
Lawgiver, horse and trappings, with many 
other objeots, including a model of a Bteam 
ship, will bo burnt with groab ceremony on 
Fiegard street.

A GRIM STORY. 

Bodies of the TurkiBh Students Drowned In 
tho Bobjikorus Discovered by 
a Dlvtr. 

London, Nov. 23. — A grim Btory Ib pub 
lished taken from a private letter from Con 
stantinoplo, according to which a diver 
whilo recently ongagod in the work of driv- 
ing piles for a new pier at the Golden Horn, 
on reaohing sea bottom was surprised to find 
himself Burroundod by tho bodies of 
a number of men around him ap- 
parently standing upright. Upon in- 
vestigation ho discovered that they 
wero tho corpses of studouts, many of whom 
where known to him personally, who had 
boon recontly arrestod by tho Tutkich po- 
lice and aftorwards taken out in boats and 
drowned in tho Boophorue, for taking part 
in the recent disturbances ab Stamboul. 
All the bodiea had loaden woights attached 
to tho feet, which kept them oroet. The 
diver Btvid thore wore from 30 to 50 bodies 
in that spot alone,

The Turkish Minister of Foreign 
Afl'airs Says Reforms Will Be 
Carried Oat. 



Meeting of Ambassadors Who Fear 
Farther Attacks on Christians 
on Slight Pretexts. 

Constantinople, Nov. 22, via Sofia, Bul- 
garia. — The Sultan has not yet authorized 
tho passage of tho Dardanelles by tho extra 
guard shipa aBkcdfor by tho representatives 
hare of Great Britain, Italy, Austria and 
Russia. This Is causing more and moro un- 
easiness here, and unlbsa Abdul Hamid sub- 
mits there ia likoly to bo trouble, as tho 
powora inBlst that the extra gunboats are 
absolutely necessary for tho protection of 
tho foreign population hero. 

A ropresentativo of tho Associated PreBs 
had an interview to-divy on the political sit- 
uation with Tuwfik Pasha, minister of for- 
eign u (Fairs, who readily answered all the 
questions put to him, not only upon tho 
political aspect, but> aa to the administra- 
tive measures contemplated or in foroo. 

Io brief Tewfik Pasha assured the corre- 
spondent that everything possible was being 
dono for tho protection of tho missionaries 
in Asia Minor, and thoso desirous of leaving 
the interior could do bo under escort. In 
view of the troublod Btato of tho country, 
tho Minister of Foreign Affairs suggested 
that perhaps this would be tho best 
course to adopt for tho present, and 
that the woikof tho missionaries could bs 
resumed later, when matters were brighter. 
Tho minister, however, said that tho latest 
newc received by tho government from the 
provinces was much more reassuring than 
lor Bomo timo paBt. Everywhere, ho added, 
on tho arrival of the troops, order was beinu 
restored and tho Armenians wore not being 
aevoly treated. 

Continuing, Tewfik Pasha remarked that 
tranquillity prevailed in tho valiates of Er- 
zeroum and Adana, and that the inhabit- 
ants of tho districtB of Payas, from which 
places disturbances havo been announced, 
havo beon paclfiod. 

Ktforring to tho moasures adopted by the 
govornment with the view of bringing about 
tho restoration of order in Asia Minor, the 
minister Baid he had no doubt the 
roformB would be strictly carried 
out and that the govornment would 
chortly bo able to announco tho complete 
restoration of ordor in Anotolia. Ho de- 
clared that the commission appointed to 
supervise the reformB wob actively prose- 
outing itB labors, and that the commission

had already eoleotod tho officials who wore 
to be appointed to the variouB posts. Tho 
names of theao officials will bo published at 
an early date. 

As to tho cause of tho disturbances, Tow- 
fik Pasha expressed the opinion that thero 
was no possibility of doubtiDg that they 
wero caused by revolutionary committees of 
tho Armenians, who had for a long timo 
past been sending agents to Asia Minor, 
stirring up the inhabitants against the 
Authority of tho Sultan and doing every- 
thing possible to bring on outbreaks against 
the looul authorities, which, when sup- 
pressed by the lattor, were classed as mas- 
sacres and exaggerated in tho gros- 
sest [manner possible. Ho cited 
one Instance in which a mob of 
Armenians attaokod and killed two inof- 
fonsivo Turks. The Turkish gensd'armes 
thoreupon attempted to arrost the murder- 
ers, and were fired upon. Rainforcomenca 
wero sent, and ! ha police made a socond and 
more successful attempt to arrest those who 
wero implicated in tho murdor and in ths 
assault upon the polioe. The Armenians 
resisted desperately, and a Berious affray waa 
the result, during which oix Armenians 
wore killed and about 12" wounded. 

Sometime later the story waa rotold by 
tho Armenians, and when it reached Con 
Btantiuoplo tho affair had grown into the 
ro&Bsncrfl of about 300 Armeniuno in cold 
blood with all tho accompanying horrors. 

Ab to tho prospects of European inter- 
vention in Turkey, Towfik I'asha oculd ooly 
say that he saw no probability of such a 
stop being necessary as tho powors, ho 
added, were assured that the Sultan was In 
oarneot in doing everything poBaiblo to ro 
store order in Asia Minor, and they wero not 
likely to do anything which would in aDy 
way hamper him In this direction. 

One of tho great difficulties experienced 
by the govornment, eaid tho I'aBba, in re- 
storing order in tho disturbed districts was 
the trouble they wero having in calling out 
tho resorvee. The government's effurtB wore 
also hinderod by the state of tho Turkish 
finances and by the largo sums it wus neces- 
sary to borrow In ordor to provide for the 
arming »ud equipment of the soldiors to bs 
sent to tho troubled districts. 

Another prolonged mooting of tho repre- 
sentatives of the powers has been held at the 
official reaidenco of the French ambassador, 
and although nothing ia definitely known 
concerning what transpired, it can beBtated 
upon good authority that tho situation ia 
still causing tho moat grave anxiety to the 
diplomatB. The impression prevails 
at the embaajies, however, that the 
Porte will acquiesce In the de- 
mand of tho powers for f xtra guardohips, 
but tho ambasaodora foar that the pacifica- 
tion of tho disturbed previncea will be an 
extremely difficult task, owing to tho pro 
bability that tho moasures adopted, or to he 
adopted, will not bo of an impartial na'.ure, 
that Mussulmans will bo favored by tho 
Turkish officials and that tho Chriotiaus 
will be oppreaaed. 

Owing to tho fact that tho police havo 
d)8covered a number of revolutionary plac 
ards poBtod in the l'aamatia quarter of 
Stamboul, tho Armenian shops thore have 
beon closed and extra precaution to prevent 
trouble is boing taken. Several arreats havo 
already been made and it is likely that more 
will occur beforo long. Tho pollco 
are BtriviDg hard to discover 
where the Armenian revolutionary mattor 
ia printed, but so far they have not mot 
with buccosb. One of tho placards torn 
down in tho Paf.matia quarter called uprn 
tho Armenians to arm themselvoa oa thoy 
wero about to ho maaaacred, and another, 
printed in tho Turkiah language, stated that 
on the least eign of movement all tho Ar- 
menians wore to be slaughtered. 

As tho TurkiBh authorities ore charged 
with having taken advantage of much less 
than thiB in order to make an attack upon 
the Armenians, the matter wus proniply 
brought to tho attontion of tho British 
ohargo d'effalrB, Mr. Herbert, who im- 
mediately informed tho palace that ho 
would hold the government responsi- 
ble for any disturbance in tho 
Psamatia quarter, taking the ground that 
the authorities had ample time to tako all 
tho precautions necessary to maintain psaco 
without resorting to bloodshed. The Hair 
inka, a local newspaper, has boon suspended 
by the authorities on account of tho rofuaal 
of the editor to publish an article sent to 
him by tho Turkish officials and condemn- 
ing the intrigues of the Armenians. 

PEKDVIAn" POLITICS. 

Strained Relations Between Piealdent I'lerota 
and Congress— The Government 
Censured. 

London, Nov. 23.— A dispatoh from 
Lima, Peru, says that tho relations betweon 
President Plerota and oongress are strained. 
The deputies proposod numerous reforms ; 
the question of tho revenue of the con- 
vecte being one of tho eubjsots 
under disouaslon. The ehuroh party 
became alarmed, and many of tho members 
of I his political organization attaokod tho 
members of tho House of Representatives as 
they wero leaving the government buildings. 
A vote of censure waa passed by congress, it 
is claimed, booanso of tho neglect of tho 
government to provide pL-oteotlon for tho 
deputies engaged in tho discharge of their 
duties.
